As endorsed by the SIERRA KAORE NEWS, Council- 
men Ralph R. Rule and James Abernethy, plus Frank R. 
Parks, now Planning Commission chairman, swept through 
to victory in Tuesday’s councilmanlc election in which 
1,680 votes were cast, almost one-third of the eligible 
5,356. 

Rule led the ticket with 1,116 votes in the five con¬ 
solidated city precincts. Abernethy was second with 1,047, 
and Parks third with 970. 

William F. Schmidt, technician, of 460 N. Canon, and 
with Consolidated Electrodynamics, waged a surprisingly 
close race with Parks for third spot on the ticket, polling 
881 votes or only 89 behind Parks. 

Sam D. Simpson of 200 W. Sierra Madre Blvd., clean¬ 
ing establishment proprietor at 280 W. Sidtra Madre Blvd., 
was fifth, with 672 votes
